Realm of Living Beings (J. Dashoku
sai-¢; c.

A wealthy whole-
saler and talented painter, Jakucha
is the most recognized artist of
Japan’s premodern era and Colorful
Realm is his masterpiece. Applying
sophisticated chromatic effects, he
masterfully rendered the richly
symbolic world in which he moved.
This exhibition marks the cen-
tennial of Japan’s gift of cherry trees
to Washington, and the first time
this renowned cultural treasure—
generously lent by the Imperial
Household Agency— has been
displayed in its entirety outside
of Japan.
